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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 
However, in view of the lack of amendments or arguments regarding the applied 
rejections, finality of this office action is proper. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 44 and 68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Liddicoat et al. US PN 6,942,694. 

3. Liddicoat et al. disclose in figures 15-22 and c5:63-c7:27 an annuloplasty band 
comprising collapsible member (320), shortening device (370), mesh (300), and 
coupling devices (sutures described at c5:63-66). The extended position is shown in 
figure 20 and short position is shown in figure 22. Note claims 44 and 68 do not 
positively claim a catheter for delivering the collapsible member, and the collapsible 
member disclosed by Liddicoat meets the claimed intended use because it is capable of 
insertion through a catheter. 
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4. Claims 60-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Brock 
et al. US PUB 2002/0087169. 

Brock et al. disclose in figures 28-40 and paragraphs 249-284 a device for 
performing catheter based annuloplasty comprising plurality of fasteners, catheter 
having guidewire, elongate tensioning element having a locking feature thereon (which 
may comprise a knot, the tensioning element collapsible member (320), and 
expandable member (balloon). Regarding claim 68 the collapsible member may 
comprise the combination of rings and tensioning element 120 of figure 29, the 
shortening device may comprise a computer element or surgeon (not shown) that 
determines the proper tension, and the plurality of coupling devices may comprise the 
barbs attached to rings 125. Figures 31 and 36-37 show the barbed ends comprising T- 
bars.
